Made Fatal Mistake. 


Some of them made a fatal mistake |

Washington, September 23.—(4)}— 
American entry into the world court 
will have to be reconsidered by the 
senate in the judgment of a number of 
informed officials in the capital if 
the member powers adopt the recom- 
mendations submitted to them by the 
Geneva advisory conference on the 
American reservations. 

In the absence of official advices. 
from Geneva any authorized expres- 
sion of views was lacking but an un- 
dercurrent of feeling was discernable 
that the whole question of America 
participating in the work of the court 
had been greatly complicated. 

Initiative now rests with the pow- 
ers participating in the Geneva dis- 


ence, as adopted today, is merely of 
an advisory character. It recommends 
to the powers a formula of reply to 
the inquiry of the Washington govern- 
ment as to whether American signa- 
ture of the world court protoce] on the 
basis of the reservations attached by 
the senate would be satisfactory. 
Powers Not Committed.

Would Renew Argument. 

However, there apparently was no 
doubt in any quarter that the supple- 
mental protocol, if submitted to the 
senate, would mark a renewal of the 
whole argument as to American entry 
into the court and defer indefinitely, 
if not prevent completely, American 
adherence to that judicial body.

New York, September 23.—From a cotion 
price viewpoint aevyelopments during the 
past week have been both interesting and 
important.
